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DETAILED ACTION 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 
1.312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
Lawrence Ashery (Registration No. 34,5 1 5) on February 28, 2008. The application has been 
amended as follows: 

In the claims: 

In claim 1, line 11, replace "user." with —user; wherein the focusing degree calculating 
unit calculates the magnitude of the high-frequency components contained in the eye image 
taken by the imaging unit, as the focusing degree, and wherein the threshold setting unit selects 
the maximum from a plurality of focusing degrees, which are calculated individually from the 
plural eye images of different imaging distances for the authorized user, thereby to set the 
focusing threshold on the basis of the maximum.-- 

Cancel claim 2 

In claim 4, line 12, replace "diameter." with -diameter, and corresponding to a focal 
range of an imaging distance at which the eye is imaged.— 

In claim 6, line 21, replace "unit." with -unit; wherein the focusing degree calculating 
unit calculates the magnitude of the high-frequency components contained in the eye image 
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taken by the imaging unit, as the focusing degree, and wherein the threshold setting unit selects 
the maximum from a plurality of focusing degrees, which are calculated individually from the 
plural eye images of different imaging distances for the authorized user, thereby to set the 
focusing threshold on the basis of the maximum.-- 



Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claims 1 and 6, the essential difference from the prior art is the threshold 
setting unit that selects the maximum from a plurality of focusing degrees, which are calculated 
individually from the plural eye images of different imaging distances for the authorized user, 
thereby to set the focusing threshold on the basis of the maximum. These features in 
combination with the other elements of the claim and the base claim are not disclosed or 
suggested by the prior art of record. 

Regarding claim 4, the essential difference from the prior art is the focus deciding unit 
that decides the focus by comparing the iris diameter and an iris diameter range, the iris diameter 
range including an upper limit and a lower limit of an optimum iris diameter and corresponding 
to a focal range of an imaging distance at which the eye is imaged. These features in 
combination with the other elements of the claim and the base claim are not disclosed or 
suggested by the prior art of record. 

Claims not mentioned specifically are allowable due to their dependency on allowed 

claims.
